•a  owned  on  Main  Street  at  Newton  Place.  At  che  rime  it  was  built,  this  brick 
==  praised  as  one  of  the  finest  and  most  beaurrf-l  in  the  City.  In  1899,  in  this 
c.re  library  opened  up  one  of  the  first  children's  rooms  in  the  country.  The 
rooms  were  replaced  by  a new  Youth  Library  acrrrion  in  1950. 


In  1964.  I-ecrge  R.  Wallace,  Jr.,  gave  the  City  $500,000  c_rh  with  Federal  funds  replaced 
the  library  building  given  by  his  grandfather  as  well  as  ere  adjacent  Baptist  Church  (1854) 
with  the  rresent  building.  This  opened  in  1967  and  was  recreated  and  named  for  George  R. 
Wallace.  Jr.  and  his  wife  Alice  G.  Wallace. 

The  prese.ee  library  is  of  a high  quality  of  design  and  ccnscruction.  It  fits  in  well  with 
its  surre _r rings.

This  was  ‘relit  for  the  home  of  George  F.  Fay.  In  1852  Geer  re  Fay  was  appointed  telegraph 
operator  at  she  Fitchburg  Depot.  Later  he  became  a mender  rf  the  firm  of  Crocker  Burbank 
and  Co.,  ssoc. , and  through  investments  in  Massachusetts  railroads  amassed  a fortune. 

In  1883  -e  ruilt  a Victorian  Gothic  home  on  Main  Street  rr.  the  site  of  the  house  where 
Dr.  Alfrer  '.iller  and  before  that  where  Rev.  Calvin  Line:  In  had  lived.  This  house  was 
moved  tc  rr  a N.W.  comer  of  Green  and  Snow  Streets.  In  15B^,  he,  along  with  others,  helped 
establis"  Burbank  Hospital.  When  he  died  in  1895  his  da.  rarer,  Lucy  Fay,  inherited  the 
$100, 00C  -re  and  several  million  dollars.  With  these  f_r.ss  Lucy  helped  Fitchburg  working 
W girls  b rr raiding  room  and  board  at  several  homes  belor.ti.tr  to  the  Helping  Hand  Society 
for  Working  Girls.  In  1908,  she  donated  a new  Georgian.  Style,  four-story  brick  structure, 
Hastings  hall  to  replace  the  earlier  homes.  At  the  age  tf  45,  Lucy  married  Claude  Griffith 
and  moved  tt  California  and  gave  her  home  to  the  Park  Cl_i  rr.  the  condition  the  name 
be  chanter  tr  Fay  Club.  Her  father  had  been  a charter  render  of  the  club.  The  club  agreed 
to  this  ar.r  still  uses  the  home.  The  stable  was  convereter  into  a gymnasium.

The  Trinitarian  Church  was  erected  in  1844.  It  was  founder  'ey  a group  of  Fitchburg  anti- 
slavery s' -cathizers  led  by  Benjamin  Snow,  Jr.,  Abel  Thurston,  and  Alpheus  Kimball,  acting 
according  re  their  code  of  right  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This  building 
is  histor_:  in  that  it  marks  an  important  era  in  the  histerg  of  our  Nation  and  City. 

This  Church  :as  established  for  the  enunciation  of  prir.cccles.  It  was  built  to  show 
forth  Humanity.  The  church  attracted  many  abolitionist  speakers  including  Fredrick  Douglass, 
the  eminerr  Black;  Lucy  Stone;  and  George  Thomson,  an  Englishman  and  member  of  Parliment 
who  left  nis  native  land  to  labor  in  behalf  of  the  slaves.  In  1863,  Benjamin  Snow  purchased 
an  800  pound  bell  for  the  church.  This  was  cast  at  the  Buooeye  foundry  in  Cincinnati  in 
1856.  Ir  rad  been  used  on  the  Plains  Plantation  of  B.D.  leaven  of  Mississippi  to  call  his 
125  slaves  ro  labor.  On  the  death  of  Fir.  Beaven,  it  was  senr  to  New  Orleans  to  be  cast 
into  Confederate  cannon,  where  it  was  captured  by  General  Butler,  confiscated  and  sent 
north.  lur.  Snow  placed  it  in  the  belfry  of  the  church,  sci relating  that  it  should 
remain  silent  until  it  could  peal  forth  freedom  for  the  slaves.  The  church  was  used  by  the 
congregatin',  until  1871,  slavery  no  longer  the  motive  that  united  them.  In  November  1871, 
the  building  was  sold  to  John  M.  Carpenter  and  used  for  several  years  thereafter  as  the 
Post  Offite.  It  was  th  * used  by  Central  Hardware  and  has  teen  totally  remodeled.
